Instances can be cited in which membership of 
Filipino workers was actually prohibited by Am- 
erican Federation of Labor unions. Even today, 
because of this, some Filipino workers view OTF- 
ganized labor with suspicion. 

Determined’ to “purify” California for the 
“whites,” a la Hitler, the forces of reaction led 
by Congressman Welch and Fascist Hearst once 
again maneuvered with the Philippine govern- 
ment and Washington to curb Filipino immigra- 
tion in order to ensure parity between the Fili- 
pino and other oriental peoples. So secure is the 
Wall Street combination that Congressman Welch 
has always had a free hand to introduce, and 
lobby for the passage of reactionary laws, such 
as the non-intermarriage between whites and 
Filipinos (by virtue of the fact that the Filipinos 
are Mongolians or Malayans?); the flat ban on 
Filipino law graduates from the California bar, 
the prohibition against owning property, etc. 


THE REPARTRIATION ACT

portation to the Philippines from the pocket of 
Uncle Sam. Fortunately, the Filipino workers 
saw the viciousness of this act,, and only 600 
took “advantage” of being repatriated to the 
homeland.
